Warsaw, May 5 {IP)—Polan d’s 
Col. Joseph Beck replied to Ger­ 
man y today with firm rejection 
of Adolf Hitler’s deman ds for 
Dan zig an d a wide German right 
of way throu gh the Polish cor­ 
ridor, bu t left the door open for 
fu rther “peacefu l con v ersation s.” 
Speakin g before the sejm (par­ 
liamen t), an d in terru pted con ­ 
stan tly by thu n derou s applau se, 
the foreign min ister declared 
that Pomorze (the Polish corri­ 
dor) an d rights in the free city 
of Dan zig belon ged to Polan d 
an d that Polan d wou ld n ot giv e 
them u p. 
He called German y ’s claims 
“on e-sided deman ds” in which 
the elemen t of reciprocity was 
lackin g. 
Polan d is willin g to n egotiate, 
he declared, on ly on the basis of 
“ p e a c e f u l 
in ten tion s”

“peacefu l methods of action ” 
an d on ly as regards m atters n ot 
directly affectin g Polish sov er­ 
eign ty ov er the corridor an d her 
rights in Dan zig.

The 95,000 men who qu it the 
min es last n ight an d early today 
did so in respon se to orders from 
John L. Lewis, CIO chief an d 
head of the Un ited Min e Workers 
of America, after two mon ths of 
con tract n egotiation s with bi­ 
tu min ou s 
operators 
collapsed 
y esterday . 
As the pin ch of soft coal short­ 
age made itself felt in v ariou s 
section s of the n ation — n otably 
in New York, where a 25 per 
cen t cu rtailmen t in tran sit op­ 
eration s was ordered — a hope 
that a solu tion for the impasse 
might be fou n d today was ex ­ 
pressed in Washin gton by Secre­ 
tary of Labor Perkin s. 
“I thin k qu ite defin itely there 
is a hope th at thin gs may be 
worked ou t when the policy com­ 
mittee meets again ,” Secretary 
Perkin s said.

W ashington— We don’t pre­ 
tend to know ev ery thing—well, 
not q uite—and when affairs in 
Europe begin to get out of hand 
we rush to certain wise men 
hereabouts to compare 
notes. 
And our ^agest wise m an helped 
us to the startling conclusion 
th at affairs in Europe are too 
muddled for war. 
There was a time a few weeks 
back when the business was sim­ 
pler. It appeared to be shaping 
into a conflict of the democracies 
against the dictatorships. 
On the other hand, the totali­ 
tarian nations, more especially 
Germany , were fighting for the 
freedom of Germanic peoples 
from the y oke of the tough little 
nations surrounding her. 
But more recently both issues 
were 
clouded. 
England 
and 
France began dickering for the 
assistance of Russia, a country 
which is not regarded a leading 
democracy . 


Germany Grabs 
Then Germany , instead simply 
of setting about welding Ger­ 
manic peoples together, sudden­ 
ly ex tended her apron to cov er 
a v ery lrage covey of Czechs and 
Slov aks. 
Hitler points to a strange his­ 
torical parallel which he may 


hav e intended should hav e a 
bearing on the present situation. 
In September of 19 18, while 
the Germ an lines were slowly 
backing up under the 
eager 
pounding of the American and 
allied armies, Field M arshal von 
Ludendorf abruptly ^ became pan­ 
icky . Germany , he urged, m ust 
ask for an armistice. 
President 
Wilson 
had 
ad­ 
v anced a suggested “peace w ith­ 
out v ictory ” based on 14 points. 
Ludendorf insisted th a t an arm ­ 
istice be asked, with the 14 points 
as the basis of discussion. 
But civ il authorities felt th a t 
with a last ditch stand they 
m ight negotiate better terms. 
They wanted to mov e more slow­ 
ly , to av oid the appearance of 
panic. But Ludendorf and Hin- 
denburg ov er-rode their resist­ 
ance. 
Ludendorf ex plained th a t he 
hoped to emerge from the nego­ 
tiations with his arm ies intact. 
One of his staff officers, Colonel 
Hey e, urged th a t the negotia­ 
tions be drawn out, say ing: 
• I w ant to sav e the army , so 
th at we can use it as a means of 
pressure during the peace nego­ 
tiations.”

The March o f Destiny 


By WILLARD BOLTE 
A Tablo id Histo ry o f Mankind 


THE JEWS 
(Refer to Map No. 2 in y ou r 
Historical Atlas) 
According to their own tradi­ 
tions the progenitors of the Jew­ 
ish race were emigrants from the 
little town of Ur, down in the old 
Su merian cou ntry . 
They were 
not Jews, for there was then no 
su ch thing as a Jew. They were 
a 
mix tu re of Su merian 
and 
Baby lonian and Assy rian and 
Chaldean and a dozen other 
races. 
A small grou p of this mix ed 
breed of men is su pposed to hav e 
trekked across desert and mou n­ 
tain, throu gh leagu es of hostile 
peoples, u ntil they finally made 
the permanent mistake of settl­ 
ing down in a miserably poor 
patch 
of 
territory 
that 
lay 
directly across the warpath be­ 
tween Assy ria and Egy pt. 
The history of the Jews is one 
cf almost u ninterru pted woe and 
calamity . At one time most of 
them were held captiv e in Egy pt 
for many y ears, where they were 
little better than su av es, and it 
took them forty y ears to find 
their way back across a desert 
that y ou can cross in a few hou rs 
in an airplane. At another time 
most of them were transported 
to Baby lon, back within two 
hu ndred miles of that same town 
of Ur from which Abraham 
started for the Promised Land, 
and were held there in slav ery

u ntil they were released and sent 
home by Cy ru s, the Persian, af­ 
ter he conq u ered Baby lon. 
For some three hu ndred y ears 
—between 13 00 B. C. and 1000 B. 
C.—they fou ght with the Caan- 
anites. And the net resu lt of all 
that fighting was that they gain­ 
ed more or less nominal posses­ 
sion of a patch of land abou t one 
hu ndred miles long by fifty miles 
wide—with thirty miles of sea- 
coast between the Philistines on 
the sou th and the Phoenicians 
on the north. 
They 
were 
trampled 
and 
smashed so many times, by so 
many nations, that the record is 
tediou s. 
The northern half of 
this tiny cou ntry , inclu ding the 
sea coast, broke away from the 
sou thern half to form the sep­ 
arate kingdom of Israel—and in 
721 B. C., as we hav e prev iou sly 
mentioned, the entire popu lation 
of Israel was carried away into 
captiv ity by the Assy rians and 
was nev er heard from again. 
The sou thern half became the 
Kingdom of Ju dah, and these 
were the Jews who were de­ 
ported by the Baby lonians and 
released by the Persians. 
From the time of the retu rn 
from the Baby lonian captiv ity , 
u ntil the Romans finally drov e 
the Jews entirley ou t of Ju dea, 
their history is one of continu ou s 
u proar. Kings and high priests 
strov e for mastery and mu rdered 
each other. Thou sands of com­ 
mon men died in petty civ il war­ 
fare, u su ally hav ing to do with 
religion.

; It was Rome that pu t an end 
to the Jews as a nation. A 
Roman army had conq u ered Sy ­ 
ria, which lay to the north and 
east of Ju dea. Civ il war, as u s­ 
u al, was raging in Jeru salem, 
and the Roman general, Pompey , 
who afterwards became emperor, 
was inv ited to aid both parties. 
Instead 
of 
aiding 
them, 
he 
marched an army into Ju dea 
and captu red Jeru salem after a 
siege of three months. 
From that time forth Ju dea 
nev er regained its independence. 
Kings and high priests fou ght 
each other, bu t both were su b­ 
ject to Rome. Fou r y ears before 
the birth of Christ the cou ntry 
became a Roman prov ince, with 
a Roman gov ernor. 
Du ring the reign of Nero, re­ 
ligiou s 
ex citement 
reached 
a 
point bordering on insanity . The 
Jews defied and insu lted the 
Roman gov ernor, who retaliated 
by killing thou sands of Jews. 
The Jews rose in a fanatic and 
u norganized rebellion, and cap­ 
tu red and slau ghtered sev eral 
Roman garrisons and most of an 
army of elev en thou sand troops 
u nder the Roman general, Cer- 
tiu s. 
The Roman general, Vespas­ 
ian, marched into Ju dea from 
Sy ria with six ty thou sand men, 
and the Jewish mob of ov er one 
hu ndred thou sand men, strongly 
entrenched 
in 
the 
mou ntain 
passes, fled in dismay . 
Vespasian retu rned to Rome to 
become Emperor, and his son 
Titu s, took command in Ju dea. 
Jeru salem was div ided into three 
factions, all fighting each other. 
The high priest refu sed to send 
help to the other Jewish cities, 
and one by one they were taken 
by the Romans and in most cases 
their inhabitants were pu t to the 
sword. 
Finally the Romans reached 
Jeru salem—and on 
September 
7 th in 70 A. D. the last fortress 
fell, after a siege of fiv e months. 
More than one million Jews lost 
their liv es du ring this siege. 
This was the end of the Jewish 
nation, bu t not of the Jewish 
people. For thou sands of y ears 
Jews had been slowly scattering 
among the nations. When some 
of them were transported to 
strange lands, only a part re­ 
tu rned to Ju dea. 
Pov erty and 
constant 
religiou s 
fighting 
cau sed others to emigrate to ev ­ 
ery im portant commercial center 
of the civ ilized world, and as 
they grew in wealth their rela­ 
tiv es and friends joined them. 
And when the Romans finally 
smashed the remains of Jewish 
nationalism, the Jews abandoned 
the Promised Land and went to 
dwell in the land of the stranger.

So far as we know 
there are only fou r way s in 
which the Univ ersity can gain 
adeq u ate financial su pport: (1) 
increased economics of opera­ 
tion; (2) fu nds for scholarly re­ 
search fou ndations; 
(3 ) 
gifts 
from alu mni and friends; (4 ) in­ 
creased appropriations from the 
state. 
“The Univ ersity has alway s 
practiced the most rigid econo­ 
my . Dr. Bry an was skilfu l in 
av oiding u nnecessary ex pendi­ 
tu res and marshaling the finan­ 
cial resou rces of the Univ ersity 
to their most adv antageou s u ses. 
His financial policy has been 
continu ed. New techniq u es 
of 
pu rchasing 
and 
maintenance 
hav e already y ielded su bstantial 
resu lts. 
“Now as to the facu lty chang­ 
es. Since the beginning, Indiana 
has had to make du ring the 
y ears many replacements, and it 
is a difficu lt job to replace men 
of su ch ou tstanding character as 
the y ears and other circu mstanc­ 
es cau se to be taken away from 
u s. This problem has become 
u niq u e as a resu lt of the Retire­
